Cut I always saw in the Cnnimiss toner serious- 
ness, and a respect for thc individual, however 
insignificant, lowly Or even faulty that individual 
might be, Thc thought, "made in the image of 
Gnil" has seemed to be stamped on his miod 
when dealing with another human being, whe- 
ther giving correction, rcprova! or praise. 

Uses Small Opportunities 

This has made him a Icachcr by word as well 
as by example. In nothing has lie more im- 
pressed mc than hy the way in which he uses 
the tinv opportunities as they paps to right, ad- 
just or instruct. J [any years ago I was showing 
him some arithmetic, questions I had prepared 
for Cadets to whom the simplest sum was a 
problem. Aritong lliciu I had given a question 
concerning a certain town so many mites dis- 
tant front London, , 

'•Ir thi* tho csaet distance?" he asked, 

"I .fancy so, there or thereabouts;- but that is 
not thc point," I answered airily, 

"It is the point, or one of the points," he re- 
plied. "Never lose the opportunity of giving to 
anyone a piece nf actnnl itifnTinnlirm. While 
the Cadets are puzzling out tho sum let llicni not 
be worKmg on an incorrect basis which titcy will 
have to unlearn." 

Again, the. Commissioner has taught mc much 
as to the use of words. Repeatedly, when listen- 
ing to my explanations or arguments, be has 
stopped mc: "No, no, this is not what you 
mean. Tim word you ought to use here is— so- 
and-so," supplying to me lhat which conveyed- 
the precise shade of impression I intended. I 
have left liis room often resolviiiR that not.only 
in writing, but in speaking, 1 would be' more par-

ticular in < my choice of words, so as to leave no 
loop-hole of possible misunderstanding. 
. My experience of the Commissioner all these 
years has made„mc respect his religion; Srst 

' because it is steadfast, and next because it U 
unworldly. The worldly spirit can easily exist, 
and even thrive, under thc ctoak of religion. It 
has done so through nil ages, and wc have no 
reason to suppose that it will cease to lurk there 
— if permitted — ns long -as time last?. Worldli- 
ncss is a thing of the spirit, and when great mat- 
ters have coinc under consideration 1 have felt 
as I watched thc Commissioner, "He is not out 
for his own. Thc interests of God, ot' the Sal- 
vation Army, and of his leaders come first with 

-him. He is free From the time-serving spirit." 

Strove to Bless Hearers 

I felt this when listening to his addresses. 
However small his audiences — pr great — what- 
ever the r<mgtli of time at his disposal, I noticed 
that be laboured to do something — not for him- 
self, but for his hearers. Many a time I have 5nid 
to mysclE while listening, "Ycs r Commissioner : - 
you arc not trying to impress mc with your 
power and brilliance as 3 talker, but to make mc 
a better Salvationist and a truer =onain of God." 
-And "tlite was the effect ot his lectures lov.s years 
ago as *uine of his Cadets?, now Start Officers 
holding leading positions in many lands, can 
testify. 

I have seen the Commissioner under many 
circumstances; very sad from personal bereave- 
ment, as when his beloved youngest son (lied in 
India, and also in moments of great suffering 
and strain in Army warfare. But I have seen 
him accept sorrow and trial in nnion with his 
Master. I cannot think that anyone is able to 
be a teacher in God's school, or of real service 
in blessing others, who duos not — whatever 
conics^ — live in the spirit of thc Saviour's words. 
"Even so, Father, for so it seemed good tu Thy 
sight." 

Helped and Comforted 

"Well." said thc wife ot a wcll-hnown Snff 
Officer iu his great "goodbye" mcctiiiK- nt the 
Congress Hall; to which \ have already referred. 
J 'Hc has been a good friend to" inc. 1 have never 
gone to him without getting helped and com- 
forted.^ And so say thousands in this and other 
land? who have hnown and loved thc Commis- 
sioner all through flte long years of service.

The other two 
prepared to sit up: in the seat and 
doze'. Before long, however, they 
were startled by a cry. from below, 
"Hi ■ there, you fellows," called 



Clarke, "stop your tricks and give UJ( 
a chance for a little rest."' 

The two Officers in the rig pro- 
tested their innocence of doing any* 
thing to disturb their Comrade, but; 
he declared that someone had beea 
pouring something over his face 
while he slept. An investigation 
revealed the fact that the jar of 
maple syrup had got cracked 
through the jolting of the rig over 
the rocky road and that the sticky 
contents were oozing out. "If you'd 
only had your mouth open now all 
that good syrup wouldn't have ' been 
wasted/' said Ham, as he helped his 
brother Officer scrape off the sticky 
substance. 

During the Ensign's term of com- 
mand at St. John I. a number of 
"drunks" used to come regularly to 
the meetings. One night when test- 
imonies were called for, one of these 
men got up and began to tell what a 
"wicked sinner he was. The- Ensign 
did not attempt to hush him up, or* 
Sing him down, but let him have Kis 
say out. A half-dozen others of the 
man's companions also "gave their 
testimony," and the Ensign was 
quick to take advantage of the op- 
portunity thus given him of con- 
trasting the joys of Salvation to the 
miseries of the drink slaves. The 
result was that three o& the men 
came rff the Penitent Form and got 
soundly converted. They became 
active and useful Soldiers of the 
Corps and used to Sing together in 
the meetings with good, effect. 

These pacing glimpses at inci- 
dents iu the Ensign's career will 
serve to show that he is a real "liva 
wire" in Corps work, and his motto 
might well be, 1 "Tis not in mortals 
to command success, hut we'll do 
more, deserve it." 

He is a son of Sergeant-Major^ 
and Mrs. Ham of the Dovcrcourf 
(Toronto) Corps, themselves vet- 
eran fighters in the Canadian Field, 
and thus is a true son of the Array 
and a highly creditable product of 
the Young People's work. He owes 
much to his early-training in Army 
principles and warfare, and as an . 
Officer is manifesting that 'spirit, - 
which combined with practical effi- ■ 
ctency, makes for success in the - 
Work of the Organization,
